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DETAILED ACTION 

CLAIMS PRESENTED 

Claims 1-22 are presented. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The crux of Applicant's argument is that the use of the new version of 
H.323 is not suggested from the use of the old version. Applicant does not address the 
main issue: the reason for having a new version of H.323 was to replace and/or to 
supplement the old version. Unless Applicant wishes to dispute this, Applicant's 
argument is not persuasive. 

CLAIM REJECTIONS 

Because Applicant explicitly stated that new claims are of the same scope as that 
of the old claims, all claims are rejected under the same bases as in the previous' Office 
Action.
